TOKYO W—Red China's Premier 


Chou En-lai, in one of his mos 
bristling statements to date, saic 
"the Chinese people will never 
halt" until the Red flag flies over 
Formosa, island holdout of Chiang 
Kai-shek's Chinese Nationalists. 


Chou voiced this latest Commu- 


nist threat to capture Formosa be- 
fore a government-sanctioned con- 
sultative conference in Pieping last 
Tuesday. 
Peiping radio did not 


broadcast Chou's remarks until 
Sunday. 


Peiping quoted Chou as saying 
"Taiwan (Formosa) is China's 


territory and the Chinese people will 
never halt until Taiwan is liberat- 
ed ... 
The Chinese people reso- 


lutely demand that the United 
States withdlraw all its armed 
forces from Taiwan." 


No Longer Weak 


Chou, at the same time, boasted 


that China no longer is a weak na- 
tion and \vould not beg for peace 
at the price of surrendering terri- 
torial claims. 


He, called the 
recentlv-signed 


treaty under which the United 
States promises to defend For- 
mosa and the nearby Pescadores 
as "a great menace to peace in 
the Far East and Asia." 


The Chinese Communist leader 


charged that the United States at- 
tempted "to cover up the aggres- 
sive substance of the . . . treaty'' 
by creating "a great clamor about 
the . . . U. S. spies that had been 
just convicted in China." 


Only Reference 


That was Chou's only reference 


to the 11 U. S. airmen impris- 
oned by the Reds on spy charges. 


He made no mention of U. N. 
Secretary General Dag- Hammarsk- 
jold's " projected trip to Peip- 
ing to seek the airmen's release. 


Chou told the conference: 
"We solemnly warn aggressive 


circles in the U. S. and their fol- 
lowers that the age when China 
could be dismembered at the will 
of the imperialists has gone. The 
Chinese people must liberate Tai- 
wan, put an end to the traitor Chi- 
ang Kai-shek and smash the U. S.- 
Chiang Kai-shek treaty."

May Cut Short His 
Vacation If French 
Government Falls 


AUGUSTA, Ga. Iff)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower, awaiting 
France's crucial vote on West 
German rearmament, had an- 
other long telephone consul- 
tation 
with 
Secretary of 


State Dulles this morning. 


The White House reported that 


Dulles told the President there was 
very little information at the pres- 
ent time on the progress of debate 
in the French National Assembly. 


The plan to rearm the Germans 


as an aqual partner in the free 
Western alliance must run the 
course of five more votes in the 
Assembly, and indications were 
that it would be late in the day 
before 
the 
final decision was 


reached. 


Return at Once 


If the French reject the plan, the 


President may return at once to 
Washington to grapple with a new 
world situation. His personal plane, 
Columbine in, is standing by near 
Augusta. 


If German rearmament is ap- 


proved, Eisenhower will probably 
stay at his holiday retreat until 
Jan. 3, working on his first mes- 
sages to the new Congress and 
playing some golf. 


James C. Hagerty, White House 


press secretary, announced today 
it has been decided to send the 
President's budget message to Con- 
gress Jan. 17 and follow with the 
economic report Jan. 20. 


Prepares Messages 


The President spent about 2]i 


hours this morning with Gabriel 
Hauge, his personal financial ad- 
viser, and Dr. Arthur F. Burns, 
chairman of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, working on the 
two messages. 


Hauge and Burns will take the 


drafts back to Washington today 
for final revision. 


Some other special messages to 


Congress are being drafted, Hager- 
ty said, and details will be an- 
nounced over the course of the 
next week if the President remains 
in Augusta. 


Meanwhile an air of tension per- 


vaded the presidential circle. 


Bitter Blow 


West German rearmament is an 


integral part of the administra- 
tion's defense plan for Europe, and 
France's rejection of it, the White 
House has made clear, would be 
a bitter blow. 


Premier Mendes-France. 
fight- 


ing for ratification, has demanded 
a vote of confidence on the issue. 


The French Parliament is expect- 


ed to act sometime today, with 
the government standing or fall- 
ing on the result. 


Last Friday the President said 


he considered the adverse vote in 
the Chamber of Deputies Friday

"the utmost seriousness to the free 
world." A new White House state- 
ment reiterated this view Sunday 
and noted that Eisenhower had al- 
so "expressed the hope of our gov- 
ernment that the vote would not 
represent the final French decision 
on the matter."

Holiday Death 
Toll Hits 519 
392 Died in Traffic 
Mishaps; 62 in Fires 


By the Associated Press 


A record number of 519 persons died in accidents throughout the 


nation during the Christmas holiday weekend. 


This total included 332 traffic fa- 


tahties—also a record for a two- 
day, 54-hour Christmas period. 


Fires killed 62 persons. Another 


65 died in miscellaneous mishaps. 


The traffic toll came very close 


to the National Safety Council's 
pre-holiday estimate of 370 fatali- 
ties. It was far heavier than the 
earlier record of 277 traffic deaths 
for a similar period at Christmas, 
1948, The overall totai, too, sur- 
passed the 1948 mark of 396. 


The holiday accident death fig- 


ures compared with a non-holiday 
weekend count by the Associated 
Press Dec. 10-12 of 225 traffic 
deaths. 39 in fires and 67 from 
miscellaneous mishaps. 


Despite a strenuous campaign 


for safe and sober driving during 
the Christmas weekend in Califor- 
nia, the state recorded 27 deaths 
on streets and highways. Other 
states with heavv traffic tolls in- 
cluded Texas with 26. Pennsyl- 
vania, 25: Ohio and Illinois. "20 
each: Xew York, 18, and Michi- 
gan 16. 


Six states reported no deaths 


from accidents of_any port during 
the period—Nebraska, New Hamp- 


shire, North Dakota, Rhode Is- 
land. Vermont and Wyoming. 


Iowa's eight traffic deaths put 


that state over the previous year's 
record by four; the toll to date is 
629.

PARIS </P)—Premier Pierre 


Mendes-France bluntly called 
on the national assembly to- 
night for a decision on the fu- 
ture of the Western defense 
alliance. He said the future 
of the alliance would depend 
on the outcome of a pending 
confidence vote in his six- 
month-old government. 


Taking: the floor before a jammed 


Assembly chamber in the midst of 
debate on West German rearma- 
ment, the Premier appealed for an 
endorsement of West Germany's 
entrance into the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization under the Lon- 
don-Pans agreements. 


But, he told assemblymen, to do 


so they must reverse the Assem- 
bly's vote last Friday against West 
Germany's entrance into a seven- 
nation Western European Union 
(WEU) based on a revived and 
expanded Brussel's treaty. 


Crucial Ballot 


He said the Assembly could not 


vote one without the other, and he 
warned them that tonight's ballot 
must be the crucial decisive one. 


The Premier is asking- for the 


Assembly's vote of confidence on 
West Germany's entrance into the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
and, 1>y implication, the whole net- 
work of London-Paris accords for 
West German rearmament as a 
partner in the Western European 
Union. 


Shortly before the session oppn- 


id, most of the political groups 
were holding last minute caucuses, 
and the odds appeared to favor the 
Premier by a slim margin. 


Change Vote* 


The executive committee of the 


independent Republicans, most of 
whom were hostile to the govern- 
ment last week, advised party 
members today to vote for the 
Premier. This, it said, should bo 
done to support the Atlantic alli- 
ance and not as a gesture for Men- 
des-France personally. 


A handful of deputies had ex- 


pressed their" views on the issue. 
Then the premier took the floor. 


Since several other deputies were 


on the speakers' list, Mendes- 
France presumably planned to de- 
liver his main address later. 


It appeared unlikely the first bal- 


lot wold come much before 5 p.m. 
CST.

The federal government 
pay to local housing authorities 
the difference between the amount 
of rents collected from the tenants j 
and the cost of maintaining the 
properties. 


Sparkman said the 35.000 - unit | 


limit is so hedged in by restric- 
tions that It is doubtful whether 
more han 10,000 units a year 
could be built. 


"These restrictions must be re- 


moved," he said, and added he ex- 
pects they will be when Congress 
acts on proposed extension ofThe 
act. 


Humphrey said that if the law 


does limit the number of units to 
be built, "it should be not less than 
75,000 a year,"

that "for every public housingur.it 
built, ycu must tear down an old 
housing unit, and relocate the fam- 
ily living in the old unit."

Editorials 


No Easy Task 


In the preatomic days, the diplomats entrusted with pro- 


tecting their countries' interests always knew that if they 
pressed too hard the result might be war. They felt they 
could take the risk, and they did. 


Perhaps the most outstanding development of the last 


two months has been the growth of the conviction among 
the leaders of the free world, and particularly President 
Eisenhower, that this whole approach is now out the 
window. 


The President stated it simply: "There is no longer any 


alternative to peace." He meant that atomic and hydrogen 
warfare is now so horrible to contemplate, so ruinous in 
prospect, that no sane statesman can dare to frame policies 
which include war among the possible avenues of action.

* 


We in the United States and the free world are com- 


mitted, in theory at least, to the building of an atomic 
air force so powerful that it couid destroy the Soviet Union 
even if Russia first hurled all its atomic might at us. 


Yet this plan is not inconsistent with Mr. Eisenhower's 


declaration. For our real hope is that an atomic air force 
strong enough to wreck Russia would discourage the Kremlin 
or anybody else from ever undertaking major war. 


Obviously, too, this plan has nothing to do with ap- 


peasement. 
We do not propose to avoid nuclear war by 


giving in but by being too tough for anyone to take on. 


In this program, which is at once a military policy and 


a foreign policy, there is one big flaw. We cannot be sure 
that at some stage in this attempted stand-off the Kremlin 
will not be inhabited by men sufficiently crazed to under- 
take war despite the prospect of world ruin And we can- 
not be sure that some local conflict, launched in the belief 
it would stay small, might not grow nevertheless into 
general, nuclear combat.*

American leaders, buttressed by able former public 


servants like Thomas K. Finletter, therefore believe we must 
seek in deadly earnest some way to ban all major armaments, 
both atomic and conventional.

No realistic statesman dreams this would be easy. Every 


disarmament plan thus far offered by the United States 
or other free nations has been dashed to pieces on the rock 
of Russian intransigence. 


But as the true horror of the alternative to peace be- 


comes steadily clearer, hopes for drastic, effective disarm- 
ament may rise. Mr. Eisenhower's plan to divert atomic 
materials to peaceful uses is a frail but important begin- 
ning. The seed of this idea cannot be allowed to wither, 
and it is not. 


At stake is nothing less than civilization itself. There 


is no safety in stressing what we say we cannot do. The 
only security lies in doing what we plainly must do

Still Is Unanswered Question to Experts

A—I should like to make it clear 


first that I do not know. What 
seems definite so far is that in re- 
cent years there has been an in- 
crease in cancer of the lungs in 
men; there has been an increase 
also in cigaret smoking. Finally, 
there seems to be a significant dif- 
ference in the frequency of cancer

of the lungs in men who are heavy 
cigaret smokers and those who do 
not smoke at all or are pipe or 
cigar smokers. 


Some medical men and statisti- 


cians who have studied this sub- 
ject are convinced that heavy cig- 
aret smoking is a direct cause of 
cancer of the lungs, and others are 
still uncertain. Since the question 
reads, "What do I think?" I should 
state that I belong in the latter 
group. There are certainly many 
heavy cigaret smokers who do not 
get cancer of the lungs so it seems 
to me that there must be some 
other factor involved even if heavy 
cigaret smoking over a long period 
of time might bring about cancer 
in some people. 


It also seems rather strange 


that cancer of the lungs apparently 
has not increased to'anything like 
the same degree among women as 
among men even though many of 
the former have been heavy ciga- 
ret 
smokers for 
many 
years. 


Whether one wishes to take the 
chance that heavy cigaret smoking 
may produce cancer of the lungs 
is a risk which in my opinion each 
smoker will have to decide for 
himself.

Is there 
any way of removing this?

A—Occasionally tattoos can be. 


removed by plastic surgery but 
the most widely used method con- 


sists of tatooing the tattoo with a 
chemical agent which is then treat- 
ed by an irritant, thus forming a 
crust which is bandaged and comes 
off naturally. A p p a r e n t l y this 
method usually takes two treat- 
ments and as a rule little scarring 
results. It would seem wise to 
have this done by or under the di- 
rection of a skin specialist.

Q—My temperature is 97 degrees 


in the morning but during the day 
it is normal. It drops again in the 
evening. I have gall bladder and 
liver trouble and wonder if this 
is the reason for the subnormal 
tmperature?

A—The body temperature varies 


in everyone from one time of day 
to another and it depends also to 
some extent on how the tempera- 
ture is taken and, of course, on the 
accuracy of the clinical thermo- 
meter. On eshould not be concern- 
ed if it is slightly subnormal in the 
morning and this should not re- 
quire treatment; the gall bladder 
and liver trouble, of course, pre- 
sents a different kind of problem 
and these should be treated as in- 
dicated by the nature of the dis- 
order.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark.— Walter Winchell recently predicted open 


Unaware of this 
until I found myself committed to the zone of combat, I slept under 
the bed my first night at the Arlington hotel and fled to the hills, at 
dawn, a pickup backfired in the street.

has been seriously discredited by President Eisen- 
hower?" 


"Before I answer that question in detail," I 


said, "can you tell me what the devil Winthrop 
Rockefeller is up to down here in Arkansas?" 


Winthrop, you remember, is one of those dewey blossoms on the 


Rockefeller stem. A few years after the hogback massacre, in Colo- 
rado, when the state militia, under command of a general who was a 
dentist or chiropodist in private life, fired into the tents of the miners, 
causing casualties among their women and children, Ivy Lee, the 
press agent of the Rockefeller family, soliloquized that the human 
race tended toward perfection. 
The Rockefellers were a splendid 


stalk and the individuals budding into bloom were the realization of 
the ideal. 


The Rockefellers, that would in- 


clude Winthrop, own the Chase 
National Bank, whose chairman, 
John McCloy. is a dominant figure 
in the Eisenhower 
extension of 


the 
Roosevelt-Truman 
regime. 


They also dominate and operate 
the tax-exempt Rockefeller Foun- 
dation which was disparaged by 
the Reece committee in its inves- 
tigation of foundations, by and 
large. 


Mr. Moore said Winthrop was 


building a house (which has been 
described as a mansion) over near 
Conway, Ark. 
I had read that 


Winthrop, whose name is a direct 
heritage from his uncle, Winthrop 
Aldrich, formerly president of the 
Rockefellers' Chase bank and now 
ambassador 
to 
London, 
was 


pumping water for his ranch from 
some lowland source up onto a 
mountain. 
Is 
this 
practical? 


Would one go as far as to call it 
imbecillic? 
But, even so, is it 


not of a piece with the grand so- 
cial frivolities of the tax-exempt 
foundations? 


Scandal and personal embar- 


rassment are out of my line of 
journalism. 
But it did occur to 


me to entwine with Mr. Moore's 
theme of inquiry some features 
within his own Arkansas purview. 


Winchell had predicted carnage 


in Hot Springs. There is only one 
Character, spelled with a capital 
"C" in Hot Springs at this writ- 
ing who can be described as a 
"hoodlum." He is Owen Madden, 
a native of Hell's Kitchen, 
an 


alumnus of Sing Sing, and a vet- 
eran of the era of wonderful non- 
sense under Tex Rickard in the 
New Garden. He had picturesque 
dealings in the night club and 
prizefight commerce of that gold- 
en decade. 
But can I conscien- 


tiously agree that Mr. Madden is 
a "hoodlum" today: or even an 
"underworld" character? 


On information and belief, I 


can't. He is married; his wife ob- 
viously loves him and with credi- 
ble seeming of mutuality; he has 
never taken a drink in his life ; and 
he was, in his sprouting years,. 
a fighter about 85 pounds, matched 
most often against his own fin- 


gerling brother, Martin. 
In Hot 


Springs he runs a restaurant called 
The Southern 
Grill formerly 
a 


gambling hall. But the play room 
has been shut down since last 
Patrick's Day and the tables were 
still under shoulds when I paid 
a call this afternoon. When Owen 
mentioned his fights at "clubs" 
with his brother, Martin, I re- 
joined: "Oh, 
a 
brother act?" 


Owen said: "Yes. 
And do you 


know any better match for a fight 
on the level than two Irish kids 
who are brothers about the same 
age?" 


"He broke my nose five times," 


Owen said. "Hurt? I can feel it 
yet. I would blow it and my eyes 
would blow up blue as an egg- 
plant." 


I recently made it my profes- 


sional business to meet socially 
Frank Costello, also known as a 
hoodlum and "underworld charac- 
ter." 
He evinced no criminal ten- 


dencies and he did evince fortitude. 
But, for all the county fair dra- 
matics of a gang of shameless po- 
litical mountebanks who got him 
as a political sacrifice, Costello 
was convicted of nothing worse 
than refusing to answer questions 
and failure to perform a debatable 
civic duty in regard to taxes. 


No candidate for president, in- 


deed, even for bishop, has ever 
been put to a more searching in- 
quiry. So, a corrupt government 
had to resort to a tax law to get 
an old accomplice in the betrayal 
of its own public trust. 


The Rockefellers are by sheer 


power of publicity great and good 
and aristocratic, but poor, playful 
Winthrop fell in with vulgar com- 
pany in Palm Beach and got mar- 
ried to a coal miner's daughter 
and she papoosed him. 


So then, he came to Arkansas to 


live his own life in his own way In 
dungarees. 


But the RocKefel'ers, on the ar- 


bitrary insistence of the Eisen- 
hower 
administration 
and their 


own foundation, are qualified to 
serve as masters of this paltry re- 
public. 
And let him be damned 


who first cries: "Hold! Enough!"

NEW YORK tB—Atomic physi- 


cist J. Robert Oppenheimer ad- 
vises that men cling to friends. 
love and tradition in order "to sur- 
vive the complexities of modern 
times. 


Oppenheimer, who got caught up 


in one of the world's current com- 
plexities 
last 
June 
when 
the 


Atomic Energy Commission barred 
him from its secrets as a security 
risk, said in a nationwide radio 
speech Sunday: 


"There has always been more 


to know than one man could know 
. . . yet never before today has the 
diversity, the complexity, the rich- 
ness, so clearly defied hier-archial 
order and simplification . . . " 


"Never before today has the in- 


tegrity of the intimate, the de 
tailed, the true art, the integrity o: 
craftmanship and preservation o. 
the familiar, of the humorous and 
the beautiful stood in more mas 
sive contrast to the vastness of 
life, the greatness of the globe 
the otherness of people, the other- 
ness of ways and the all encom 
passing dark." 


"This is a world." Oppenheimer 


continued, "in which each of us . . 
will have to cling to what is close 
to him, to what he knows, to what 
he can do, to his friends and his 
tradition and his life, lest he be 
dissolved in a 
universal con- 


fusion and know nothing and love 
nothing. 


No OEC Reference 


Oppenheimer. now head of the 


Institute for Advanced Study at 
Princeton, N. J., made no "ref- 
erence to the AEC decision that 
destroyed his standing as a leader 
in government nuclear research. 
During World War II, he had been 
in charge of the Los Alamos, N. 
M., atomic bomb laboratory. 


He spoke of the "massive char- 


acter of the dissolution and cor- 
ruption of authority, in belief, in 
ritual and in temporal order," and 
added:
